I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Bronsgrove  Urban  District  for  the  year  1941.  This  is  a short  report,  confined 
to  essential  matters  only,  and  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  Circular  2604  issued 
by  the  Jilinistry  of  Health  in  Jlttrch  1942, 

The  Health  of  the  District  has  been  generally  good,  in  spite  of  war  time 
conditions,  Tl'te  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  not  been  unduly  high,  and 
many  of  the  cases  that  did  arise  were  institutional  cases. 

The  v.'orh  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  carried  out  at 
regular  and  frequent  intervals  throughout  the  year.  A total  of  2768  children 
had  been  treated  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  rapid  progress  is  being  made 
throioghout  1942.  This  figure  represents  a percentage  of  33.65  for  all 
children  under  the  age  of  5 years  and  60.53  for  those  over  this  ago. 

Mcaslos  has  shown  an  increased  prevalence  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  been  seriously  handicapped  by  shortage 
of  staff.
